Medical exam- 
inations at that time indicated 
Schwimmer “did not have a 
heart condition serious enouzh 
to warrant not going forward,’

Schwimmer, a lawyer who 
formerly lived in Kansas City 
and now has a home in Puerto 
Rico. went on trial May 7 with 
Connelly, who was appoint- 
ments secretary to President 
Truman. and -Caudle, tormer 
head of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s tax division 

The charge against the three 


defendants grew out of the 
handling of an income tax 
evasion case against Irving 
Sachs, St. Louis shoe broker,

Schwimmer, who 


was taken 


to Lutheran Hospital yesterday | 


after becoming ill following 
testimony, was present when 
court convened at 2 p.m. He 
appeared unwell and his at- 
torneys said his physician had 
not discharged him from the 
hospital, but that he had left 
the institution voluntarily. 
The continuance until Mon- 
day was at the suggestion of 


(;overnment attorneys who also 


recommended that a physician 
representing the court again 
examine the defendant 
Deltense counsel said Schwim- 
mer would return to Lutheran 
Hospital today but they did not 
indicate whether he intended 
to remain there until Monday 


Earlier today two physicians 


reported to United States Dis- 
trict Judge Rubey M. Hulen, 
after making an examination ofl 
Schwimmer at the hospital 

Dr. A. M. Frank told the 
court that yesterday Schwim- 
mer suffered an attack of angi- 
na pectoris, indicated by pains 
in the chest. Such attacks may 
be followed by a more severe 
or even fatal attack, the phy- 
sician said 


Condition Unchanged. 

Dr. Walter Baumgarten Jr., 
who examined Schwimmer at 
the request of the court, gave 
a similar report as to the de- 
fendant's general condition, 
which he said had not changed 
materially since an examination 


last November 
Dr. Baumgarten, in reply to 
a question by the court, said 


there was greater danger of a 


more serious attack under the 
stress of the trial than else- 
where. However, the physician 


suggested that “it might be just 
as well for him to get the trial 
over with than to delay until 
later.” 

Morris A. Shenker, defense 
attorney, assured Judge Hulen 
that Schwimmer wanted to re- 
turn to the trial, and had re- 
luctantly consented to go to the 


hospital following yesterday's 
attack. Judge Hulen called off 
the afternoon session of court 


vesterday, after Schwimmer was 
assited from the courtroom 

Wyllys Newcomb, chiet Cov- 
ernment counsel, to!d the. court 
that “if this becomes issue, 
we want a physician appointed 
to examine Mr Schwimmer and 
to report -on his physical con- 
dition.” 

Recalls Earlier Incident. 

Newcomb pointed out that 
Schwimmer claimed to be ill 
and was taken to Lutheran Hos- 
pital when he testified before a 
federal grand jury in St. Louis 
last November. Medical. exam- 
inations at that time indicated 
Schwimmer “did not have a 
heart condition serious enough 
fo warrant not going forward,” 
the Government attorney said 

Schwimmer, a lawyer who 
formerly lived in Kansas City 
and now has a home in Puerto 
Rico. went on trial May 7 with 
Connelly, who was appoint- 
ments secretary to President 
Truman. and -Caudle, tormer 
head of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s tax division. 

The charge against the three

defendants grew out of the 
handling of an income tax 
evasion case against Irving 
Sachs, St. Louis shoe broker, 


whom Schwimmer represented.

‘Rights of People’ at 
Hearing on Dolan, 
John Kinney. 


Former Patrolman Elmer 
Dolan and John F. Kinney, for- 
mer Ace Cab Co. supervisor 
were upheld by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore 
today in their refusal to testify 
before a federal grand Jury in- 
vestigating the missing Green- 
lease ransom. 

The men were the third and 

fourth witnesses who refused to 
submit to interrogation in the 
‘current inquiry. The others 
were Joseph Costello, Ace Cab 
Co. operator, and his wife, who 
were also upheld by Judge 
Moore 

In arguments before the rul- 
» ings today, Forrest Boecker, as- 
sistant United States attorney, 
said Dolan’s appearance before 
a grand jury in Kansas City in 
an earlier Greenlease investiga- 
tion constituted a waiver of his 
right to claim self-incrimina- 
tion. 

However, Judge Moore up- 
held the contention of defense 
counsel Mark Hennelly that the 
Kansas City inquiry was a sep- 
arate proceeding in a different 
division of federal court. 

Judge Moore’s Comment. 

“I know it is important that 
the law be enforced,’ Judge 
Moore said, “but it also is im- 
portant that rights of the people 
be maintained. The testimony 
referred to before the grand 
jury was more than two years 
ago. Since.then he (Dolan) has 
been convicted and served his 
sentence rhis privilege cannot 
be whittled away.” 

Boecker read a series of ques- 
tions asked Kinney, who now 
is employed as a_ bartender, 
some of which Kinney refused 
to answer on self-incrimination 
grounds. Kinney remained silent 

after being directed to answer 
other questions, Boecker said, 
and this silence, in the prose- 
cutor’s opinion, constituted in- 
solence 

Kinney's lawyer. Charles M 
Shaw, answered that he thought 
his client had performed a good 

job of invoking the Fifth 


Amendment. 
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‘The witness was sitting in 
the grand jury room without 
advice Judge Moore observed 
“He was surrounded by Depart- 
ment of Justice people and 23 
grand jurors. The court feels 
this privilege should be con- 
strued in a liberal fashion. This 
man is not a lawyer and he has 
claimed his privilege the best 
he knows how.” 

A sharp dispute developed 
between Shaw and Boecker aft- 
er Shaw asked that the grand 
jury appearance of another of 
his clients, Mrs. Louis Shoul- 
ders, be delayed until. after 
Shoulders’s release from prison, 
scheduled for June 16 

Shaw explained physicians at 
the United States Medical Cen- 
ter at Springfield, Mo., where 
Shoulders is held, were permit- 
ting Mrs. Shoulders to visit her 


husband four hours each dav 
to improve his health and 
mental outlook. Shoulders suf- 
fered a cerebral hemorrhage 
recently 

Judge Moore said he did not 
feel it proper for the court to 


rule on the matter at this time 
He observed he thought the de- 


fense counsel should reply on 
the humanitarian qualities of 
the United States Attorney's 
otfice 

“These qualities are some 
times elusive in the United 
States Attorney's office.” Shaw 
replied 


Boecker jumped to his feet 

“I consider that a snide re- 
mark and an insult to the Unit- 
ed States Attorney's office,’ he 
Said, loudly “I don’t think it 
is proper for Shaw to bring 
this matter into court 


Shaw remained silent as 
Judge Moore sternly stopped 

. the argument by saying he did 
not want “to hear any mors 


about it.”

to experience hardships of un- 
employment are basic human 
rights. This is the concept that 
would have us believe that 
within the framework of our 
free economy, economic inse- 
curity is the inescapable price 
that we must pay for our free- 
dom 

“Equally unfortunate and in- 
excusable is Mr. Pyle’s refer- 
ence to the current unemploy- 
ment problem in the auto in- 
dustry as ‘seasonal and dimin- 
ishing. This is the statement 
of a man who is either totally 
ignorant of the facts or who is 
attempting to deliberately mis- 
lead uninformed. people.”

His estimate 
of what the cleared ground 
would be worth for its new use 
was so low that the city and 
federal agencies directing the 
project—the St. Louis Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment 
Authority and the Urban Re- 
newal Administration—decided 
to get another appraisal, the 
Post-Dispatch learned. The later 
appraisal produced a higher 
estimate which was satisfactory. 

In reviewing this procedure, 
the GAO noted that Turley was 
a director of the Urban Rede- 
velopment Corp. of St. Louis, 
organized by civic and business 
leaders to replace slums in the 
heart of the city with modern 
housing 

The Urban Redevelopment 
Corp. will submit a bid on the 
Plaza site next Tuesday, and 
hopes to be chosen as the pri- 
vate redeveloper to erect ap- 
proximately 1000 apartments 
for middle-income tenants 

In its audit report the GAO 
stated: 

“We believe that an appraiser 
who also is a director of a 
corporation interested in bid- 
ding for the purchase of pros- 
pective land being appraised 
has a prohibited interest which 
would impair his ability to fur- 
nish an impartial appraisal 
Failure to employ’ § impartial 
appraisers can result in in- 
creased costs to the Federal 
Government through low reuse 
appraisals.” 

GAO suggested that hereafter 
statements setting forth the 
qualifications and business af- 
filiations of appraisers be sub- 
mitted to the Urban Renewal 
Administration for review, and 
that the appraisers be required 
to sign sworn statements that 
they have no interest in the 
project land or in its redevelop- 
ment 

Owen A. Kane. GAO legisla- 
tive counsel, appeared befote 
the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Comittee in March to tes- 
tify about the audit report. Re- 
ferring to the St. Louis incident 
he said: 

“The agency has examined 
this case and determined that 
no intentional violation of ethics 
was involved. In this case we 
have no reason to believe the 
‘St. Louis Urban Redevelop- 
ment) Corporation will benefit.”’

Riverfront Rebuttal 
the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
I have read that Charles Nagel, 
director of the City Art Museum, 
does not want the substitution of a 
baseball stadium or some other “util- 


itarian” feature for the Saarinen 
arch on the St. Louis riverfront. 
This project has been pending 


for many years and every now and 
then the “long-haired” boys criticize 
“utilitarian” ideas while praising the 
Saarinen arch as something artistic 
which would be the making of St. 
Louis. They compare it with the 
Eiffel Tower of Paris. It's.a project 
that will take anywhere from $5,000,- 
000 to $8,000,000 of the city taxpay- 
er’'s money. 

A charming thing to have several 
hundred feet in the air so that the 
citizens and cur visitors can go to 
the top and view a decadent city and 
a muddy commercial river, breathe 
the smoke and fumes from East St 
Louis and look down at the scene 
across the river of railroad tracks, 
warehouses, manufacturing plants, 
hovels and filth.

You can't compare the arch with 
the Eiffel Tower built many years 
ago in a charming city over a thou- 
sand years old where there is some- 
thing to see, and the utilitarian pur- 
pose of the Eiffel Tower is forgot- 
ten. It was built to demonstrate the 
practicability of steel construction to 
great heights, and not as a thing of 
beauty or a trademark for a city. 

Why not a “utilitarian” project 
such as a stadium? One that can be 
used for baseball but also for Olym- 
pic games, other sports and a center 
for relaxation for our people and 
visitors. There would be ample park- 
ing space which would be preserved 
for the downtown area when the 
stadium is not in use 

When I owned the Cardinals near- 
ly 70 per cent of our top attendance 
of 1,450,000 in 1949 came from out- 
side the city. St. Louis needs those 
pecple and the money they spend 

What's more the stadium would be 
a focal point from which rehabilita- 
tion of the downtown area can be- 

gin. St. Louis needs such rehabilita- 

tion more than any other city in the 

United States, for regardless of how 

much the newspapers have, written 
about the resurgence from decadence 
the germ of decay is still with us. It 
takes more than just writing about it.

There has to be an entirely new 
concept of pride that the city’s citi- 
zens take in their home city. The 
columns of the papers have for near- 
ly five years told us of transactions 
in millions of dollars of hotels, office 
buildings, manufacturing plants and 
nearly everything else which have 
been sold to people outside St. Louis, 
There are only four hotels owned 
locally, very few office buildings and 
few home-owned factories. 

We are fast becoming a city of 
absentee landlords. Big money is be- 
ing drained out of the St. Louis 
area. St. Louisans are satisfied to 
put their money in trust and receive 
a steady income rather than to plow 
back into the development of the city 
some of the money which was earned 
here. Putting that money into the 
Saarinen arch is not going to help 

I am certainly for the development 
of art and things artistic but those 
are luxuries paid for out of the 
earnings of industry and out of the 
earnings of a city. Unless that comes 
first through utilitarian projects, ar- 
tistic ventures, such as museums. 
symphonies, theater, parks, all of 
them, will eventually suffer. For a 
change, why not drive with the 
horses in front of the cart”

Now, Stassen vs. Dulles 


Harold Stassen is not yet firing any guided 
missiles at Secretary Dulles’s bombers, but there 
is a certain strain in their relationship which 
parallels that of the defense services. On the 
whole, President Eisenhower's attempt to deal 
with their differences at his news conference 
Wednesday was disappointing. 

Mr. Stassen, as the President's special assist- 
ant fer disarmament, is a “dedicated specialist” 
who probably feels under greater compulsion 
thah Secretary Dulles does to find something 
cheerful to say about his specialty. He is also 
an ambitious bureaucrat who, having been stuck 
in the second tier of the Administration hier- 
archy, keeps constantly on the lookout for 
handholds by which he can elevate himself. 

This background must be borné in mind in 
evaluating Mr. Stassen’s polite little controversy 
with Secretary Dulles over the Soviet announce- 
ment of a 1,200,000-man cut in military man- 
power. Mr. Stassen chooses to regard this as 
“an initiative we wanted them to take,” as a 
result of and a contribution to the disarmament 
talks he has been conducting. 

? > 

Secretary Dulles sourly regards it as a symp- 
tom of Soviet manpower shortages, and even 
suggests that he would rather see the 1,200,000 
men standing sentry duty in the Soviet armed 
forces than making atomic bombs. Secretary 
Dulles has expressed himself on the subject at 
two press conferences, Mr. Stassen at one, and 
the President at one. 

Making full allowance for Mr. Stassen’s spe- 
cial bureaucratic position, we incline to favor 
his view—not because cheerfulness is preferable 
to gloom, and not because anybody can be 
absolutely certain in assessing Russian motiva- 
tions, but because taking Secretary Dulles’s line 
simply plays into the Russians’ hands. 

Moscow has already gone a long way toward 
convincing many people that the West is the 
warmonger and the Soviet bloc the champion 
of peace.’ We in the West know the roles are 
precisely reversed; but out task is to prove this 
to others who do not know it 

No chance therefore should be missed to 
advance the cause of disarmament. When the 
Russians make a gesture which the West has, 
after all, been a long time demanding that they 
make, then surely our cue is to treat it as a 
step toward disarmament and, instead of belit- 
tling it, try to capitalize on it in behalf of dis- 
armament 

Of. course the gesture may not turn out to 
be a real step toward relaxing world tensions; 
but if not, the world will know whom to blame 
—provided the West itself has sought to go for- 
ward in good faith. If on the contrary the West 
stands haughtily aloof, and greets every step in 
the right direction with demands that the Rus- 
sians take another, Moscow will be the gainer 
in the minds of many people around the world.

That is why it was disappointing when Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, though he saw “logic” in the 
views of both Mr. Stassen and Secretary Dulles, 
seemed generally to back up the latter at his 
news The President said if the 
Russians would announce retirement of several 
hundred submarines we would be getting some- 
where. True, but would it not be more effec- 
tive, in' the eyes of the interested bystander in 
Burma or India, if the West responded with a 
proposal of its own, instead of simply inviting 
the Russians to make the next move? 

Disarmament may not be possible. Certainly 
the barriers to it are enormous. But Mr. Stassen 
is right in feeling that the United States ought 
to behave as if it were possible. Otherwise we 
may meet more and moge difficulty in shaking 
off the undeserved brand of militarism which 
the Soviets are trying to pin on the free world. 
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Definitely Not Colossal 

The epigram, now axiomatic, that Britain and 
the United States are two countries separated by 
a common language, never seemed more true 
than when Mr. and Mrs. Anthony Steel checked 
out of a hotel in Florence, Italy, where they had 
spent four days of their honeymoon. Mr. Steel 
is a British movie actor. Mrs. Steel is the for- 
mer Miss Anita Ekberg, Sweden's contribution 
to perfect womanhood, and a Hollywood actress. 

When confronted by a hotel bill of $1360 for 
the four days, what did Bridegroom Steel do? 
He said, “It's colossal,” and let his wife pay it, 
thus committing two mistakes in as many words 

No American movie actor could possibly, in 
simple loyalty to the industry, apply the word 
“colossal” to any lesser object than a motion 
picture. Nor can an American movie actor— 
unless Jack Benny might be stretched by the 
imagination into that role—be conceived of as 
expressing as much as mild surprise at a hotel 
bill of the proportions that floored Mr. Steel. 
He might utter a casual reproof that he was 
accustomed to better accommodations. He 
might remark mildly that on the occasion of his 
next visit he expected to be put up in less 
Spartan manner 

We don't expect Mr. Steel to be understood 
by the American film industry at all. But then.

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Birthday Cake With 90 Candles 

Elihu Shepard was a veteran of the War of 
1812, the Mexican War and the Civil War. But 
he felt that it was not enough just to make 
history. As the bright and energetic keeper of 
a private, school in 1866 he believed that St. 
Louis ought to gather its historical records and 
mementoes and preserve them for generations 
to come. And so Elihu Shepard sent out invita- 
tions to Edward Bates, who had just come back 
from his wartime service in Washington as Lin- 
coln’s Attorney General, to James H. Lucas, 
manufacturer, and to others to assemble at the 
Federal Courthouse. They met and the Missouri 
Historical Society was founded. 

That was 90 years ago. Secretary.of State 
Seward was looking at Alaska with a longing 
eye. Ten years later came the Hayes-Tilden 
presidential election dispute. Ten years more 
and the Statute of Liberty began to enlighten 
the world, Geronimo escaped his captors and 
Sherlock Holmes was born. In 1896 it was 
McKinley against Bryan and 16-to-1, and in 1906 
the San Francisco earthquake and fire and the 
trial of Harry K. Thaw for the murder of Stan- 
ford White over Evelyn Nesbit. By 1916 the 
Kaiser's goosesteppers were turned back at Ver- 
dun and by 1926 a biology teacher named Scopes 
was afoul of the law in Tennessee. In 1936 civil 
war in Spain gave a foretaste of the holo- 
caust to come and 10 years after that the League 
of Nations voted itself out of existence and 
turned its assets over to the new U.N. And now 
we are in the year of the hydrogen bomb air 
tests. 

Missouri and St. Louis have had their share 
of the history of the last 90 years and the Mis- 
souri Historical Society has gathered it together, 
made it available and enabled the community to 
draw on the many resources of its own rich 


past. Long a treasure house of manuscripts of 
the opening of the West, the society, under the 
presidency of Chief Judge George H. Moore 
and the directorship of Charles van Ravenswaay, 
has greatly expanded its collections and services 
in recent years. The ninetieth birthday celebra- 
tion set at the Old Courthouse is more than a 
gala occasion. It mafks a date that counts in the 
life and times of St. Louls. 
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A Red Bow to the Constituents 

The world was not too Impressed when Khrush- 
chev and Bulganin visited Tito, when they 
toasted President Eisenhower at Geneva, or 
when Malenkov scored a success of popularity 
with British factory workers. All that was for 
foreign consumption, intended to regain ground 
lost by Stalin’s high-handed approach to inter- 
national affairs. But now the smile, the hand- 
shake and the promise are being used on the 
Russian people themselves. And that is different. 

Early signs of this solicitude for the good will 
of the constituents were seen at the last Commu- 
nist party congress. There Khrushchev & Co. 
seemed as eager to please the delegates as they 
were determined to muddy the memory of Sta- 
lin. Now come orders to party and government 
functionaries to be polite to the public or face 
loss of their jobs. “It is necessary that all lead- 
ers educate themselves in tactfulness and cour- 
tesy,” announces Party Life, organ of the Com- 
munist Central Committee. “Rude administra- 
tors must be removed.” Workers are no longer 
to be called “loafers” and “dummies.” People 
are to be greeted cheerfully and listened to 
attentively. Even more interesting is the order 
which now permits workers to change jobs if 
they feel like it. 

On top of this a French delegation visiting 
Russia has been told that all internment camps 
will be closed within a year or 18 months. There 
is to be no more exiling to Siberia. Forced labor 
is to be abandoned. Guilty persons, convicted 
after a fair trial, are to be imprisoned near their 
homes or, preferably, sent to corrective colonies. 
This sounds almost like a modern penologist’s 
dream. Certainly it is far from the old ruthless- 
ness of the secret police. 

Of course, fair words come easily to the poli- 
tician. And the “new” Russians already may 
have learned this. The standard test for poli- 
ticians will have to be applied to them; they 
will have to be judged by their works. Most 
Westerners will prudently keep their fingers 
crossed for a while. Yet it is something that the 
men in the Kremlin should feel that they must 
at least look more like aldermen and less like 
the high lords of everybody and everything 
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Obscenity and Crime 

The direct connection which a Senate subcom- 
mittee says it has found between publications 
dealing with sex perversion and “torture, maim- 
ing and killing” is perhaps the most disturbing 
of the many disturbing aspects of the group’s 
report. 

There may be conflicting judgments about the 
influence of comic books and magazines that 
stand at the borderline between bad taste and 
viciousness. The subcommittee, headed by Sena- 
tor Kefauver of Tennessee and including Sena- 
tor Hennings of Missouri, is not speaking of 
these borderline cases, however. It refers to 
publications portraying the dangerous abnor- 
malities of sadism and masochism—of hurting 
and being: hurt. Most of these vicious publica- 
tions, it says, fall into the hands of juveniles. 

The power of suggestion, great enough at any 
age, finds young people particularly susceptible. 
Adolescents have a man-sized job on their hands 
growing, understanding their natures, and de- 
veloping individual standards. They need con- 
structive suggestions, Destructive ones can cause 
tragic confusion, not only then but for the rest 
of their lives. 

St. Louis is fortunate, according to the sub- 
committee, in having relatively little of the smut 
in question to cope with. That should be the in- 
centive for vigilance which will keep our city 
s0. Nationally, says the report, the flood of sex 
obscenity is causing an almost unbelievably 
rapid rise in juvenile sex crimes. 

More stringent penalties for these offenses, as 
advocated by the subcommittee, will certainly 
be justifiable. Poisoning the minds of our youth 
is a serious offense indeed. A few stiff punish- 
ments would take some of the lure out of this 
$500,000,000-a-year racket in polluting the young 
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Gen. Swing Hires a Maid 

The case of Immigration Commissioner Joseph 
M. Swing and his Mexican housemaid has now 
been explained. It was simply a matter of the 
“servant problem,” as it is called by those who 
can afford such a problem. 

A Senate subcommittee heard some days ago 
that Gen. Swing had used immigration officers 
to recruit a maid in Juarez, Mexico. Senator 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, the Democratic 
leader, wanted to know how many official map- 
hours had been spent on this unofficial project, 
and how many other immigration officials (two 
assistant commissioners are also retired gen- 
erals) had solved the maid problem in the 
same way. , 

The Immigration Service now reports in full. 
An undercover agent in Mexico spent as much 
as three hours of his own time and an “incon- 
sequential” amount of government time in re- 
cruiting Gen: Swing’s maid. And “no other 
immigration officials in Washington have immi- 
grated Mexican maids.” 

So that is that, and the Senators do not seem 
disposed to quarrel with it. As the Immigration 
Commissioner said, it is hard to find a maid in 
Washington. Apparently the thing to do is to 
have a federal undercover agent in Mexico who 
can get one—if you happen to be a high official 
with a spare agent handy. 
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Sudden Second Thought 


The quick retreat from the proposed amend- 
ment of the Federal Holding Company Act is a 
remarkable testimonial to the vigor of the oppo- 
sition. Senator Pastore, Rhode Island Democrat, 
had hardly well started into hearings on the bill 
which he sponsors jointly with Senator Potter, 
Michigan Republican. Under attack by the Co- 
operative League, the National Farmers Union, 
the AFL, the CIO and others, he now announces 
he and his co-sponsor intend to back almost all 
the way down. 

The remaining question is whether the Potter- 
Pastore bill offers, in any form, the best ap- 
proach to the ticklish question of stimulating pri- 
vate development of atomic-electric power. The 
measure in question would instead have wrought 
a maximum of damage to the Holding Company 
Act, the public’s protection against the abuses 
of a quarter-century ago. 7 

In a field as delicate as the present one, it 
would be much preferable to have a piece of 
legislation in which the public interest had been 
kept foremost from the inception.

The House of Commons has turned 
to Cyprus and the frogman. Both ques- 
tions touch the Prime Minister very 
closely. The second is the more “spicy,” 
for he has clearly been caught up in 
events beyond his knowledge and con- 
trol and will have difficulty in wrig- 
gling out of a messy embroglio. 

If Commander Crabb was a free-lance 
agent, as is now alleged, how came it 
that the Admiralty 
plunged heavily in- 
to explaining him 
and the police tried 
to suppress evi- 
dence? Prime Min- 
ister Anthony Eden 
cannot very well 
treat this sorry bus- 
iness as a persona! 
matter too sacred 
to be discussed. 

But this affair is 
a trivial thing by 
the side of Cyprus. 
Here we are con- 
fronted by the 
worst piece of Gov- 
ernment bungling 
in the international field that we have 
known since Ernest Bevin’s mishandling 
of Palestine in 1948. 

The Prime Minister has a very close 
personal responsibility for it. As For- 
eign Secretary he got us into bad re- 
lations with. the Greeks, and he has 
done nothing to redeem matters since. 

Indeed, the combined wisdom of the 
Cabinet, the Colonial and Foreign of- 
fices, and the services has brought us 
to a point at which we are trying to 
do the impossible—keep up a strategi- 
cally vital base on an impenitently 
hostile island 

We have ruined our relations with 
one of our most sympathetic allies. We 
have deported the national leader with 
whom alone we can negotiate. Our 
military forces are perpetually on the 
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alert; their wives have to slink behind 
walls. There is murder and shooting on 
both sides; and all this in a colony 
which has known the beneficence of 
British rule for 80 years and should 
be one of the happiest islands in the 
world. 

The only satisfactory answer from 
the Government's point of view would 
be an assurance that the possible sup- 
pression of a national movement is suc- 
ceeding. That is the answer it cannot 
give, any more than, in spite of the 
glib answers of Hamar Greenwood, it 
could be believed in Ireland in 1920— 
or in India when Ghandi and Nehru 
used to shuttle in and out of jail. 

We are fighting a losing struggle in 
Cyprus and losing friends by the way. 
(Take Mr. Dulles’s intervention on the 
executions. ) 

Our prestige in the Middle East, low 
as it is, is dropping lower; our military 
efficiency, as the holder of an extreme- 
ly expensive base, is evaporating. And 
all because we have a Government 
without the political adaptability to 
manage a political situation of a kind 
with which our colonial history has 
made us painfully familiar in the past. 

The Government and the Prime Min- 
ister deserve no mercy in debate. Can 
they never learn? Must we quote 
Burke on a great empire and little 
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minds once again? Has the resource of 
our political wisdom and technique in 
finding expedients quite gone? 

Cyprus may yet be written on Sir 
Anthony’s heart. 


Columbus Looks at St. Louis Transit 


From the Ohio State Journal, Columbus 


Columbus officials studied methods 
of following St. Louis bus and traffic 
operation in a tour of that city. 

The Columbus men were enthusiastic 
over the high degree of experimentation 
and co-operation between the City of 
St, Louis and its merchants with Public 
Service Co. 


The company operates 21 major bus 
routes, 15 express lines and two “park- 
and-ride” lines in and around St.Louis. 

St. Louis Mayor Ray Tucker told the 
Columbus men the Public Service Co.'s 
willingness to try innovations in an ef- 
fort to bolster now declining patronage 
and offer better service had won com- 
plete backing here. 


His statement was borne out by John 
Baine, president of the firm, who said; 

“The only way we can hope to survive 
and make money is to give the city and 
the public what it wants.” 


The company has tried to offer great- 
ly improved service by building a net- 
work of high speed and relatively low 
cost express lines during the past eight 
years. Success of the experiment is ap- 
parent in company figures, which show 
a rise of 8 per cent in express bus pa- 
tronage as against a 6 per cent decline 
in older and slower operations. 

“Our figures during the one year of 
full express operation show us that the 
public is completely willing to pay a 
premium fare for a premium ride,” 
Baine 


said. 

Bus riders in the city of 900,000 pay 
20 cents for a ride on regular lines. For 
a nickel more they can ride the express 
busses, which reduce the traveling time 
between 20 and 50 per cent. 

Semi-express service is also furnished 
in the downtown area for shoppers. A 
special line running at closely regulated 
intervals throughout the day follows 
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a pattern roughly 18 blocks long and 
12 blocks wide throughout the business 
district. 

Riders can take advantage of perim- 
eter parking lots under the park-and- 
ride system, boarding high-speed busses 
at lots maintained without charge by 
the company at intervals of five miles 
from the downtown district. A driver 
can park his car and make the trip to 
the business district in 17 minutes. At- 
tendants care for his car. 

City officials said their figures show 
70 per cent of the “park-and-ride” mo- 
torists drove their cars to work before 
the fringe area lots were opened. 

Columbus traffic officials met with 
St. Louis men on tests made here in ex- 
pressways, reversible traffic lanes and 
clearance of curb lanes in conjunction 
with blanket parking restrictions for 
use by express busses. 

Mayor Sensenbrenner, reviewing the 
day's discussions, said expansively: 

“Why don't we do all this right now?”

Air Defense Was Alerted 


THE AIR FORCE, by Arnold Brophy, (Gilbert Press 

362 pqs., $5.) 

The Air Force story has seldom been 
told as well as it is in this new book 
by Arnold Brophy, a veteran newsman 
whose regular job is staff writing fo: 
Newsday, the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
Long Island daily. It is a vast accumu 
lation of factual data and background 
material on the youngest of America’s 
fighting services, including appropria 
tion statistics, vignettes of its dramatic 
history, thumbnail sketches of its ke\ 
officers, and a table of information 
about its principal aircraft. Because ot 
the scope and accuracy of Mr. Bro- 
phy’s material, along with his organiza- 
tion and readable style, his book should 
be of value for the next two or three 
years as a current reference for anyone 
who is interested in the Air Force. 

As a narrative device the book opens 
with a fictitious bulletin from a mythi 
cal news wire service describing an air 
attack on the United States. From that 
point on the book is divided into de- 
tailed feature stories which discuss 
every activity of the United States Air 
Force as it swings swiftly into action 
against the enemy. 

Beginning with Continental Air De 
fense Command whose fighter pilots 
intercept the enemy bombers and the 
mighty Strategic Air Command whose 
dedicated bomber crews are winging 
their way to their assigned targets in 
the enemy homeland within minutes 
after the United States was attacked, 
the author writes in detail about all 
of the major commands of the U.S.A.F 
and their assigned missions. 

. * > 

To prove that his narrative device is 
not so far-fetched, Mr. Brophy includes 
a never-before-published account of the 
events of April 17, 1952, when four 
unknown aircraft flew over Nunivak 
Island, Alaska, headed for the United 
States, and not long afterwards five 
unknowns were pinpointed over Presque 
Island, Me. Before it turned out to be 
a false alarm, at least to some degree, 
the United States went on a full air 
defense readiness status, which in- 
cluded alerting the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and awakening President Truman 
at 3:11 a.m. 

To highlight the major role of the 
aircraft industry and the magnificent 
contribution it has made in the creation 
of the United States Air Force as it is 
today, each of the major aircraft con- 
tractors is discussed separately, includ- 
ing McDonnell of St. Louis which is 
producing the F-101 Voodoo, a super- 
sonic fighter, for the Air Force. And 
the author does not overlook the lusty 
young Air Force Association which is 
trying to do the same lobbying job for 
the Air Force that the Navy League 
has done so well for so many years. 

The foreword to Mr. Brophy’s book 
was written by Brig. Gen. Robert L. 
(God is my Co-Pilot) Scott, who is 
now Director of Information Services 
for the Air Force.

PHOENIX. Aris. May 24 
The National Association of At- 
torneys General approved yes- 
terday two resolutions designed 
to curb the power of the Su- 
preme Court to nullify state 
laws. 

Both were aimed at the “pre- 
emption doctrine.” This is the 
theory that state laws may be 
invalidated by the courts on 
the ground that Congress in-| 
tended national legislation to | 
reserve action in certain fields 
exclusively for the Federal Gov- 
ernment although the intent | 
was not specifically stated in 
the law. 

The first resolution, approved 
by a vote of 31 to 10, indorsed 
the “enactment of federal leg- 
islation authorizing the en- 
forcement of state See | 
prescribing criminal penalties | 
for subversive activities involv- | 
ing state or national govern- | 
ments or either of them.” 

By a vote of 28 to 12, the 
association then approved the 
enactment by Congress of legis- 
lation “to clarify its intent that 
no future act of Congress shall 
be considered to exclude any 
state laws on the same subject 
matter unless such congressional 
act contains an express provi- 
sion to that effect.” 

Bills Now in Congress. 

Bills to carry out these pro- | 
posals are pending tn Congress. 
They were the outgrowth of a 
recent decision of the Supreme 
Court that the Smith Act gave 
the Federal Government exclu- 
sive jurisdiction in the field of 
subversion and sedition. Many 
Communists have been con- 
victed under the Smith Act 
which makes it a crime to ad- 
vocate violent overthrow of the 
government. 

In deciding that the state laws 
have no force in the field of 
sedition, the Supreme Court as- 
serted that it was the intent of 
Congress to pre-empt the field 
for the Federal Government. 
Forty-two state laws were 
knocked out by the ruling. 

This was the “pre-emption 
doctrine” strongly assailed in 
two discussion sessions of the 
association. J. Lindsay Almond 
Jr., attorney general of Virginia, | 
called the doctrine “a dagger 
pointed at the heart of every | 
State.” | 

Almond said it was for “the | 
enacting power” and not the | 
judicial branch of the Govern- | 
ment to say when Congress | 
intended to pre-empt any par- | 
ticular field for the Federal | 


ee — 


Government. | 
Dalton Warns of Trend. | 
John M. Dalton, attorney 
Seneral of Missouri, expressed | 


the concern of his state that | 
sovereign rights were “being | 
chipped away” by the applica- | 
tion of the pre-emption doc- | 
trine. The trend, he said, was 
to “make the Federal Govern- 
ment stronger and the states 
weaker.” He favored the bill | 
which would give the states 
“partnership” with the national 
government in the field of 
sedition and subversion. | 

United States Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell Jr. 
touched on the theme of re- 
spect for judicial authority at 
the closing banquet of the as- 
sociation’s annual meeting. 

“We know only too well that 
attacks upon any branch of the 
Government sooner or later | 
breed disrespect for every other | 
branch,” Brownell said. “As 
responsible officers our duty is | 
to support each branch of the 
Government in the performance 
of its functions. We must con- 
tinue to do this if we are to 
avoid anarchy in all govern- 
ment.” 

States’ rights was the broad 
theme that ran through the dis- | 
cussions. Brownell also referred 
to the “problem of striking a 
fair balance between the di- 
verse forces set up by our dua! 
federalism.” 

Urges Co-operation. 

His thesis, however. was that 
an over-all balance had been 
preserved by co-operation. in 
Which state and Federal Gov- 
ernments combined “their huge 
resources for the common 
good.” 

He referred briefly to the 
Smith Act decision. He said 
that in this and other situations 
“our sole interest should be 
what is the best solution for the 
nation.” 

“Once federal and state gov- 
ernments recognize each other's | 
legitimate interests they will | 
have no trouble in getting to- 
gether to accomplish common 
objectives,” he said. “This is 
the way to avoid head-on col- 
lision.”’

Amalgamated and other for- 
mer CIO affiliates have been 
disturbed over lack of progress 
toward cleaning up unions in 
which welfare fund abuses had 
been disclosed by Senate in- 


Vestigators. 
In another convention devel- 
opment, Jacob S. Potofsky. 


president of the clothing union 
backed James P. Mitchell for 
four more years as Secretary 
of Labor. Potofsky has repeat- 
edly criticized the Eisenhower 
Administration as “big business 
controlled.” 

Potofsky described Mitchell 
as “the most enlightened man 
in public service today.” and 
expressed hope that he would 
be kept in the Cabinet even if 
a Democrat captured the presi 
dency this fall. The union head 
hailed Mitchell, a former New 
York department store execu- 
tive. as “one of our own” and 
made him an honorary member 
of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers 

Mitchell told the 1165 con- 
vention delegates that Demo- 
cratic control of Congress had 
Blocked progress on a long list 
of Eisenhower proposals for Im- 
proved labor legislation He 
noted that 114 members of Con- 
gress from states with laws pro- 
hibiting the union shop were 
Democrats and only thirty- 
seven were Republicans 

Mitchell's basic theme was 
that a Republican election vic- 
tory represented the best way 
to safeguard workers’ welfare.

NEW YORK, May 24 (AP)— 
The number of Roman Cath- 
olics in this country rose nearly 
a million in the last year. New 
statistics released yesterday 
showed the total church mem- 
bership in the 48 states, Alaska 
ahd Hawaii as 33,574,071. 

This is 998.315 more than a 
vear ago. Of these, 139,333 were 
adult converts. The figures were 
given in ‘the official Catholic 
Directory for 1956. 

The new membership total 
represents a 10-year increase 
of 9.171.893 over the 24,402,124 
Catholics reported in 1946, This 
is a growth of 37.5 per cent 

The official church tally, is- 
sued annually since 1817. shows 
the number of Koman ‘Catholic 
clergy increased 1379 to a rec- 
ord-high total of 48,349. This 
includes 29.734 diocesan or 
secular priests, and 18,615 re- 
ligious-order priests. 

Among the church's 26 arch- 
dioceses, Chicago continues as 
the largest, with 1,899,357 mem- 
bers. 

Boston is second, with 1,490.-

Depth Already Shown. 

For a fact, pitching didn't 
beat the Redbirds toa often on 
the 13-game swing in which the 
club scored 63 runs and yielded 
exactly the same number. The 
Cards gave up 14 tallies in the 
trip opener at Chicago, twice 
yielded seven runs and per- 
mitted six last night. Other- 
wise, while allowing an aver-| 
age of five for the entire jour- 
ney, they showed a depth of 
pitching if not start-and-finish 
stamina. 

For 32 games the Redbirds | 
have had only four complete | 
contests pitched, including one | 
by the departed Harvey Had-| 
dix, two by Tom Poholsky end | 
one by Vinegar Bend Mizell, | 
whose 4-1 nine-inning victory 
over the Giants last Monday at 
the Polo Grounds was hailed by 
Lane as the highlight of the 
trip 

“I say that because every 
staff needs a stopper, an anchor 
man. and Vinegar, though off | 
to a so-so start, is our best | 
bet,” Lane explained. | 

Pittsburgh, by comparison, al- | 
ready has a sure-fire leader in |

ily. In 11 starts he’s had seven 
complete games, three more 
than the entire St. Louis staff, 
and last night became only the 
second righthander in 16 to go 
all the way against Hutchin- 
son's club. 


League last year in a 14-9 - 
son with a last-place club, al- 
ready has scored seven of his 
team’s 16 victories this year. 
His sinking fast ball now is a 
corner-catching pitch. And as 
Capt. Pee Wee Reese of Brook- 
lyn summed it up recently in 
calling Friend Robin Roberts's 
equal:

As Pittsburgh's first meal- 
ticket of the mound in years— 
who can remember the last time 
a Pirate pitcher led the league 
in victories?—Friend prevailed 
over W Schmidt, once 
again practically unhittable for 
a few innings, then victim of 
a quick and complete collapse. 

A two-hit hurler for four 
innings, Schmidt dug his own 
grave by walking Friend on 
four straight pitches to open 
the fifth, so that a bad-hopping 
single put him in trouble for a 
long triple by Lee Walls. When

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Author's Fake Story 
Of Life in Formosa

the eighteenth. century.

A PROPHET NAMED PSALMANA.- 
ZAR APPEARED BEFORE THE from the Continent, 

FORMOSANS. under the auspices 
of the Rev. W. Innes, an army chaplain, he at once 
interested the religious world in his favor, by claiming 
to be a native of Formosa, who had been converted 
from an appalling heathenism to the truths and prac- 
tices of Christianity. No one ever guessed rightly of 
what country he was a native, but there was nothing 
Oriental about his skin or hair. This, however, stood 
very little in his way. 

He found an easy introduction to Compton, Bishop 
of London, on whom he palmed off the English Cate- 
chism translated into Formosan. 

This interesting proselyte, who had trained himself 
to eat raw flesh the better to support his character 
as an Oriental, was introduced to all men of distinc- 
tion in Church and State. and we find him dining, on 
Feb. 9, 1704, with Sir Hans Sloane, and eating his 
meat raw in the company of two noblemen and the 
Prussian Ambassador.

PSALMANAZAR’S STORY was that he had left 
Formosa six years earlier, when he was 19. This 


would have made him 25 at the time of his coming 
to London, but he added some years to his real age 
in order to make his story more credible. For a 
youth of 20 he had some right to be regarded as a 
marvel. He had more than a smattering of six Jan- 
guages, and wrote and spoke Latin fluently. It was 
in Latin that he.conversed with Archbishop Tenison, 
Innes acting as interpreter, and it was in Latin that 
he originally wrote his “Description of Formosa.” 


The book was a reproduction of the many marvelous 
things about Formosa he had propounded in conver- 
sation. but not of everything. Asked, for instance, 


about longevity in the island, he replied that 120 was 
accounted a common age, and 100 a very moderate 
one: his own grandfather had lived to 117, and was 
then as fresh and vigorous as a young man, owing to 
his habit of sucking the blood of a viper warm € ' 
morning!

AN EXCEEDINGLY CURIOUS BOOK is the ‘His 
torical and Geographical Description of Formosa, an 


Island Subject to the Emperor of Japan,” published 
in 1704, and dedicated to the Bishop of London 

According to Psalmanazar, the Emperor of Japan 
conquered Formosa in a strange manner. Under the 
pretext of religion, of offering sacrifices in Formosa 
to the God of Formosa, he sent an army into the 
country. Thirty or 40 soldiers were placed in large 
litters, drawn by two elephants, and at the windows 
of these litters were placed the heads of oxen or 
rams;which removed all suspicion from the minds of 
natives. Then the soldiers jumped out, and by threat- 
ening death to the natives secured their acceptance of 
the yoke of Japan without bloodshed or difficulty. 

The Formosans were represented as having wor- 
shipped the heavenly bodies till two philosophers 
appeared, who bade them turn from this worship to 
that of one Supreme God. To Him they were bidden 
to raise a temple, and on an altar therein to burn the 
hearts of 20,000 boys under the age of nine 

The indignant Formosans pursued these philoso- 
phers into a desert, but their persecution 0! them 
being avenged by eclipses, storms and earthquak: 
the Formosans became penitent, and accenied a 
prophet, by name Psalmanazar, or “the author 0! 
peace,” so called because he was to declare a new 
peace between the Deity and the Formesans 


In the book this other Psalmanazar plays the part 
assigned to Moses in the Old Testament, as the 
mouthpiece of the Divine commands. Most striking 


of these was the command that on a given annual 
festival 18,000 boys under 9 should have their hearts 
burnt upon an altar. This festival was the anniversary 
of the day on which the Deity first appeared in the 
tabernacle in the form of an ox, when for nine days 
in succession 2000 children were thus sacrificed daily 

To overcome the difficulty of the depopulation 
consequent on such a system of religion the author 
made the Formosans polygamous, and the eldest son 
exempt from liability to sacrifice.

PSALMANAZAR, THE AUTHOR, was as b i 
his namesake, the prophet. He cared nothing f 
existing authentic accounts of Formos for whi 
should a real Formosan adjust his narrative to that 
of a Dutch missionary like George Candidiu Can- 
didius had some years previously visited Formosa ana

Candidius had described the laws as so lenient as 
to be almost non-existent; robbery was barely pu!

compensation for murder or adultery Ac to 
Psalmanazar, robbers and murderers were hanged 


head downwards and shot to death with arrows, whilst 
other offenses entailed burning alive, the cutting off 
of legs and arms, tearing in pieces by dogs, or the 
boring of the tongue with a hot iron. 

The Formosans were said to look upon serpents as 
affording “very good meat and very savoury’; but 
how did they extract the poison? Catching the ser- 
pents alive, they would irritate them by beating them 
with rods; the consequent furious passion of the ser- 
pent would cause all its venom to ascend to its head, 
so that when this part of the body was cut off there 
would be no poison left in the remainder.

FROM THE FIRST, Psalmanazar had certain skep- 
tics to deal with. Father Fontenay pointed out that 
Formosa was a dependency of China, not of Japan, as 
Psalmanazar declared; whilst Dr. Halley, the astrono- 
mer, asked the writer some unanswerable questions 

Stil] the book had so large a sale that a second 
edition was published the year following, in 1705. In 
the preface to this edition Psalmanazar boldly replies 
to 25 objections “‘of,the first magnitude” which had 
been raised by various critics.

A Man Risks His Life Down East if He Adds Either Tomatoes or Noodles 


By Hoyt Alden 


MAINE legislator once in- 

troduced a bill which would 

forbid any monkeying 
around with the tried and tra- 
ditional recipe for clam chow- 
der, as they make it in New 
England. 


This may seem a little strange 
to midwesterners, where clam 
chowder is still something of a 
mystery, but back east the dish 
is nothing short of sacred. 


Embattled New England cooks 
have stood fast for a century 
against the efforts of some New 
Yorkers and Southerners to fool 
around with it. In Massachusetts, 
a man who tried to sneak a 
little tomato in a clam chowder, 
the way they do in New York 
and quite often in the south and 
middle west, would be run out 
of the state. -As for the addi- 
tion of noodles, which happens 
in some places, it would be as 
much as a man’s life is worth 
to even mention it. 


While even in New England 
there are some slight variations 
in the recipe, here, in case 
you'd like to try it, is one which 
will come aS near as any to 
meeting the Down East stand- 
ard: 


Inspect a quart of shelled 
clams carefully, pi¢king out the 
grit and shell. Drain them, but 
save the juice. Put half a cup of 
diced salt pork in a pan and 
start frying it. Then add a 
sliced onion and cook it until 
it is limp and brown. Now you 
are ready for four cups of 
diced raw potatoes, covered 
with two cups of boiling water. 
Bring it to a boil. 


In the meantime separate 
the hard and soft parts of the 
clam and chop the hard parts 
Then add the hard parts and 
the clam juice and let it all 
simmer until the potatoes are 
tender. Then pour in four cups 
of scalded milk, salt and pepper 
to taste, two tablespoons of but- 
ter, and the soft parts of the 
ciams. Cook it for one minute 


Blend two tablespoons of 
flour into a thin paste with a 
little water and stir it in. Let 
t simmer about three more 


minutes. Serve plehty of crack- 


ers. There is also.an argument 
in New England about what 
kind of crackers to use, and 
whether or not the crackers 
should be crumbled into the 
chowder. I remain neutral, and

The Trouble With Broadcasters. 

ILL you please inform 
W ine.” writes a reader “con-

It seems 
the vogue among broadcasters 
to pronounce these words as 


‘ay’ and ‘thee’ regardless of 
context or manner of ‘use.” 


In most cases the correct 
value for these vowels is that 
represented in the _ Interna- 
tional Phonetic Alphabet by the 
inverted ‘‘e’’ symbol, called the 
“sehwa.” You'll find this sym- 
bol used in several of the newer 
desk dictionaries and I] believe 
that within a few years it will 
be recognized by readers as 
readily as the “long” and 
“short” accent marks are to- 
day Meanwhile, since news- 
papers do not have this symbol 
on their linotype machines, the 
best way to represent it is by 
the letters “uh.” It is the same 


sound as “a” in “about” and 
“e” in “taken.” 
Curiously enough, many peo- 
ple think that they use the 
“ee” sound in “the” when they 
actually are saying something 
much closer to “thuh.” The 
reason for this is that “the” is 
lmost always unstressed in 
actual speech. Since the stress 
falls on the noun or adjective 
following the articles “a” or 
the,” they tend to be obscured

First peel and slice four big 
potatoes and put them on to 
boil. When they're done take 
them out of the water, mash 
them and put them back in the 
same water. Then fry half a cup 
of. diced salt pork for a while 
and then add three chopped 
onions and cook them with the 
pork until they're limp and 
brown. Be sure the salt pork is 
far enough along so that it will 
be done by the time the onions 
are. Too often dishes that call 
for diced salt pork wind up with 
half-raw pork. 

Now add the pork and onions 
to the potatoes, along with two 
teaspoons of curry powder, salt 
and pepper to taste, a hefty 
pinch of sugar, and stir it all 
up. Now add a pound of diced 
fish—bass, cod or halibut. Stir 
it up. Then put in a quart of 
milk and a cup of cream, and 
let the whole thing simmer 
gently for half an hour. When 
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eating time comes test it for 
seasoning and add salt or pep- 
per as needed. It’s customary 
- crumble up your crackers in 
this.

NOTHER good New Eng- 
land dish is Maine Corn 
Chowder, like this: 

Fry a half cup of diced salt 
pork. Fry it out and take it out 
of the grease. Into the grease 
put a couple of chopped onions 
and a couple of diced raw pota- 
toes and two cups of boiling 
water. Cook until the potatoes 
are tender. 

Then add two cups of canned 
corn, two cups of milk and a 
couple of finely crumbled crack- 
ers. Thicken it a little with 
flour. Then heat two cups of 
canned tomatoes—yes, tomatoes 
are okay in this—and add that 
to the pot, along with a goodly 
pinch of celery salt and grated 
nutmeg. Stir it well and let it 
simmer for a few minutes. You 
can do what you like with your 
crackers.

Cut two pounds of any good 
fish with white meat into three- 
inch strips. Mince three cloves 
of garlic and fry it out in three 
tablespoons of olive oil. Then 
add two bay leaves, a little 
dried orange peel and a small 
red pepper, and let it all heat 
well together. 

Now add a fourth of a cup of 
brandy mixed with a cup of 
water. Put this mixture in a pot 
with two and a half quarts of 
water. Add four small sliced 
onions and bring it to a boil. 
When it boils add the fish and 
let it cook a few minutes. Then 
put in a dozen and a half large 
shrimps, shelled and well 
cleaned, and a dozen and a half 
mussels. Simmer gently for 10 
to 12 minutes. Then add two 
cups of canned pineapple cut 
in chunks. Soak a couple of 
threads of saffron on hot water 
and add that, and when it all 
comes to a boil thicken it a 
little with cornstarch. Serve it 
with cooked rice and soy sauce, 
and you're in for a treat.

OME good things have come 
Sout of Russia, and one of 

them is crab soup. To make 
it properly, you have to have 
rich chicken stock. The stock 
is used in the rice, with which 
the soup is served. 


Wash half a cup of rice, drain 
it, combine it with a cup of 
chicken stock and a fourth of 
a teaspoon of salt and cook it 
in the top of a double boiler. 
simmering it for 25 minutes. 

Then add to it two cups of 
sour cream, a teaspoon and a

But she has no regret about

“Although we have _ »pro- 
gressed tremendously in the 85 
years since the National Con- 
ference was . organized, even 
though we are more and more 
concerned with human welfare, 
there is still so much to do. 
Every day we see the results of 
lack of adequate facilities in 
the stories of broken homes 
and broken lives. 

“We are limited by a narrow 
idea of our work with the dis- 
advantaged. We must remem- 
ber that the problem of this 
14-year-old boy for whom there 
isn't available institutional care 
could occur at any economic 
level. Need of this kind knows 
no economic or social status. 

“Our greatest problem today 
is to catch up with a new di- 
mension of social welfare which 
is far more preventative, far 
more constructive. We must 
work for social goals with a 
positive approach.’

Charles F. Bates II won in golf, with Mrs. Samuel Fitzhugh

Next order of business was the report, presented by 
all three delegates, of the conference marking the thirty- 
seventh anniversary of the founding of the Association of 
Junior Leagues of America held recently at the Chateau 
Frontenac, Quebec. Started by Mrs. Howard Bland and 
completed by Mrs. Francis W. Corley and Mrs. Thomas N. 
DePew, the report set forth a few convention highlights 
including official greetings from President Eisenhower and 
Vincent Massey, Governor General of Canada, and officials 
of Mexico and Hawaii where chapters of the 67,500-member 
organization are located.

Because of the $2700, profits from last year’s Junior 
League Fair, given to the Occupational Therapy Workshop, 
and the $2000 donated previously, the workshop was able 
to obtain a grant from the Federal Government and set up 
a physical therapy department. The workshop is now 
known as the Rehabilitation Center of Greater St. Louis. 


Chief source of revenue to the league is its tearoom, 
where last year almost 15,000 luncheons were served by 
157 member waitresses who worked about 3700 total hours. 
The net profit was almost $9300.

Evie Symington is as pretty 
and talented as her husband is 
tall, blond and handsome. Even 
their bitterest political rivals 
concede that Senator Stuart Sv- 
mington of Missouri and his 
brunette wife make a striking 
pair. 

Both politics and wealth are 
old hat to Evie, whose late fa- 
ther, James W. Wadsworth, en- 
livened the United States Sen- 
ate from 1915 to 1927 and came 
back to the House in 1933 for 
16 colorful more years. 

Born with the _ proverbial 
silver spoon in her mouth at 
the family estate in Geneseo, 
N.Y., 53 years ago, Evelyn grad- 
uated from Oldfields near Bal- 
timore, a finishing school that 
also boasts the Duchess of 
Windsor as a more-or-less dis- 
tinguished alumna 

Evie at 18 could have had 
the most glamorous debut in 
Washington. Instead, she chose 
a trip to Europe and on her re- 
turn—at a friend’s debutante 
dance—met a 20-year-old soph- 
omore from Yale.

Human Nature 
And End Seats 
N end seat is a seat adja- 
A cent to the aisle in a thea- 
ter, concert or lecture hall, 
grandstand or stadium. No one 
can enter the row of seats with- 
out passing the person who oc- 
cupies the end seat, nor go 
out without passing the same 
person. 

There may be as many as 10 
or 15 seats to the inside of the 
end seat. Thus, if a person 
who has the end seat gets there 
ahead of the others, that per- 
son will be passed by 10 or 15 
other persons. 

Persons who occupy inside 
seats usually wish to get up 
during an intermission and go 
out to stretch and smoke and 
talk to friends. Therefore, the 
10 or 15 persons who have 
passed the person occupying 
the end seat going in will pass 
the person going out. When 
the intermission is over they 
will pass the person on the end 
going back in. 

Since the space between rows 
is narrow a person going in will 
brush past the person occupy- 
ing the end seat. The diffi- 
culty of avoiding the person in 
the end seat will be increased 
by the hall or theater being 
darkened. 

Therefore, everytime anyone 
passes, the person occupying 
the end seat will be in grave 
danger of being pushed, shoved, 
prodded in the ribs with an 
elbow, having toes trod upon 
and being otherwise manhan- 
dled. 

If the seat occupied folds 
back and there is a place for a 
hat underneath, the person on 
the end, after rising, will be 
pushed backward, crushing the 
hat until it is beyond recogni- 
tion. 

It would seem that to escape 
this ordeal persons would avoid 
the end seat. On the contrary,
